Coach George Alien and his staff were almost as 
sore as the quarterback hind quarters.

The coaches set a 1967 goal for their offensive line: 
"The quarterbacks will not be tackled more than 31 
time in league games."

In 1967, Rams quartearbacks were tackled only .25 
times'

This, according to Alien's slide rule, is an improve­ 
ment of more than 110 per cent. Was the coaching staff 
happy? Well, you know how Alien feels about 110 per 
cent. The "Protectors" reached near perfection in the 
final six games, Roman Gabriel was dumped only twice 
in that span.

But, protection of the passer is not the only point of 
pride for offensive line coach Ray Prochaska and his 
players.

In 1966, the Rams were successful on only 25 of 50 
short yardage situations. Last season, as they led the 
way for the National Football League's highest scoring 
offense, the Rams blockers paved the way to 75 per cent 
success (39 of 52) on "third-and-one and third-and-two 
downs.

"Our offensive players worked very hard on this 
phase in training camp and that work showed during the 
season," Alien points out.

"A lot of factors make me belipve we will continue 
to improve in offensive line play," he adds. "Each of 
these players is young and has experience, plus they 
have experience in working together as a unit. This 
experience as a group helps th'em combat changing 
defenses and adjust to problems that arise during the 
game. We have some fine talent in this department and 
they are all hard workers.

"Co-captain Joe Scibelli had his best year ever," 
Alien states. "He will continue to have good years 
because he is a young man and a real student of the 
game. He did a great job in leadership, too! he was a 
good influence on the entire offense."

Prochaska added this comment on Scibelli, who won 
the Ye Old Rams most valuable interior offensive line­ 
man award: "Joe does a superior job in studying film 
and analyzing his opponent. This is a key to his success."

Los Angeles Ram president 

Daniel F. Reeves, who drafted 
the UCLA quarterback on the 
second round five months ago, 
announced Gary has been tra­ 
ded to the Redskins for a first 
round choice.

"I wanted to play in Los
